' IN GOOD HEALTH. 


Secretary Metcalf seemed to he in 


splendid -health and spirits. He went 
over to San Francisco just hefore 
noon, being met on the other side by 
Supreme Court Justice Henshaw. On 
the boat he chatted gaily with a party 
of friends, among whom were Tyler 
Henshaw and Thomas Prather. 


When the subject of politics was in- 


troduced, he smilingly- waved It aside, 
saying he was back home for a rest, 
and didn't want to talk shop or poli- 
tics. 


ON A VACATION. 


"I am taking- a vacation," he said, 


"and want to keep my mind off offi- 
cial business as much as possible for 
the present.

the book. 


The money was' paid to Ahle in the 


presence of witnesses and his arrest 
followed. - 


WILL PROSECUTE.

announced that, several- persons prom- 
inent In society have announced their 
willingness to join with Mr. Post in 
the prosecution. Their willingness to 
appear Is conditional, however, on the 
District Attorney's promising that no 
question shall be asked them concern- 
ing stories which they allege Ahle 
mentioned when he solicited their sub- 
scriptions.

ment of the State prohibition law.

days the city was crowded 
with

THE QUARREL. 


During the height of the 
ex- 


citement Mr. 
Funston, it was 


charged had made inflammatory 
utterances to crowds that gather- 
ed about him on the-streets. • 


When "Patrolman Cannon tried 


to persuade Mr. Funston - to de- 
sist, a quarrel between the two 
ensued and Funston, it was al- 
leged, attempted to draw a re- 
volver. Funstoft was arrested and 
a formal charge made against him, 
after which he1 was released upon 
his own recognizance. 


AT THE TRIAL. 


In the trial, which was attended 


by hundreds of persons, one wit- 
ness testified that Mr.

.speaking of his trip Feid-Ier said: 


"We have had small fires in thesi* 


.hills before, but nothing like the re- 
cent one. Before, it could always be 
fought and finally checked, but this 
time it went in .every direction with 
such fierceness that it was-impossible 
to check it. They tell me that it burn- 
ed at the rate of twenty-five and thir- 
ty miles an hour. This is accounted 
-for by the fact that this was the great- 
. est year for grass that has been known 
'In the hills for many years. The grass 
was ten inches in length and promisee 
an abundance of feed this fall anc 
when the flre started in it there was 
•nothing that could stop it. 
"The fire burned a section of coun- 


try extending from the 
San Antone 
.creek to Tesla and from the Arroyo 
Mocho to the San Joaquin plains. I 
-•visited the four counties where they 
join and as .the crow flies this coun- 
try- must be about thirty miles each 
jsa.y and contains about 20,000 acres. 
Throughout it all there are tales of 
:loss of stock and the destruction o£ 
bnildlngs and fences. It was peculiar 
• about the cattle. They seemed able to 
get away from the fire while horses 
-were burned. The cattle would go out 
into the brush and work 
their way 


through it. 
I saw horses alive with 


•their eyes popped out of their heads 
arrd blind. I saw another horse with 
Its eyelashes singed and the hair on Its 
tail burned to the skin so that the 
tail 'looked like tiat of a rat hut oth- 
•erwise the horse was all right. 
"I was surprised to see the change 
'the fire had made in the landscape. 
Country that I was perfectly familiar 
•with seemed 
as strange 
to me as 


•though I had never seen it. Hillsides, 
where, owing to the 
brush we had 
never been able to penetrate were 
smoking and hare. 
Groves ^of trees 
were wiped out of existence, yet. occa- 
•sionally you would find a 'canyon that 
had escaped completely while the hills 
on both sides were burned. What the 
'effect of all this will be on the country 
I do not know. 
The burning off of 


thousands of acres of brush I should 
think ought to improve it. It will be 
som'e'time before the game will-find a 
place to hide. 
One man told me he 


had seen three deer that had been 
hurried. The canyons however, are full 
of quail and what small game that 
is left should be quite plentiful again.'

The New Bipycle Ordinance 


The new bicycle ordinance has been finally passed and sent to 


the Major for his approval or rejection. While it is a big improve- 
ment on the farcical ordinance now in force, or rather presumed to be 
in force, it falls far short of the requirements of the situation. 
Its 


fatal defect is sanctioning the use of bicycles on the sidewalks at any 
time on any terms. The street is the place for bicycles, not the side- 
walks, and the Council only exhibits weakness in temporizing with an 
exasperating public nuisance. 


The privilege of wheeling on the sidewalks is sure to be abused, 


hence the safeguards provided in the ordinance are a mere mockery. 
Bicyclers will continue to ignore the provision requiring them to dis- 


%mount when passing or overtaking a pedestrian. We shall have the 
same conflict of testimony in cases of arrest, and the same excuses 
which the police courts have been too prone to accept in the 
past. 


The lives of children and old people will be endangered as heretofore, 
and pedestrians will be subjected to the same rude—often profane— 
insults which they have been accustomed to receive from bicyclers 
v.hose attention has been called to their transgression of the law. 


The bicycler cat, escape punishment or arrest by running away on 


his wheel, and takes advantage of this fact to defy the law and act like 
a blackguard. Nor are women at all backward in venting abroad on 
those who remonstrate with them for chasing pedestrians off the side- 
walk. Indeed, some of the worst offenders are women. 


The Council has simply provided a loophole in the ordinance 


which will permit hoodlums -of both sexes to ride through with im- 
punity. The Mayor should return the ordinance to the Council with 
the recommendation that it be amended to prohibit wheeling on the 
sidewalks altogether.

Death is the Helmsman 


The frightful accident which cost Daniel Maloney his life directs 


attention to the fatal defect of all devices hitherto invented for navi- 
gating the air. This defect springs from natural causes, and promises 
to forever stand in the way of flying machines being made useful for 
any practical purpose. Air has only so much supporting power, com- 
pelling the use of the lightest of materials in constructing appliances 
for its navigation, while the vagrancy and uncertainty of wind current*, 
render control almost insuperable. 


Professor Montgomery's areoplane is theoretically all right for 


temporary flights, but it had first to be lifted into the air by a balloon 
and its mechanism required perfect adjustment for successful operation. 
But with everything perfectly adjusted the carrying power of the 
areoplane was exceedingly limited. It is at best incapable of trans- 
porting considerable weights or traveling long distances. Only a 
daring expert could use it all, and its lack of initial velocity is a further 
drawback. 
Its frailty and liability to derangement render its use 


even under the most favorable conditions perilous in the extreme. 


It must be borne in mind, however, that all experiments in air 


navigatipn must necessarily be exceedingly dangerous, hence human 
progress in this direction must be accomplished.at the price of shock- 
ing tragedies such as have cost Daniel Maloney his life. The develop- 
ment of the balloon is a long story of death and disaster, but the results 
achieved have more than compensated mankind for the blood and tears 
they cost. 


Aerial navigation by means of balloons is, within certain limits, 


comparatively safe, but it is still hazardous in the extreme as compared 
with other pursuits. Disasters now usually result from carelessness 
or fool-hardiness. Still balloons are at the mercy of air currents, and 
their use is limited. Inventive genius is now turned to devising ap- 
pliances .which can navigate the air with certainty and safety between 
definite points, but the solution of the problem appears far distant. 
Human ingenuity has thus far been baffled in its effort to emulate the 
feathered species. The air will only hold up so much weight, and in 
its realm there are no ports nor anchorage grounds. 
He who ventures 


into it must take his life in his hand.

A Harrowing Fable Exploded 


Some time ago it was announced by a Socialist writer that 70,000 


children in New York go to school every morning without breakfast. 
Much ink and a few tears were shed over this deplorable situation. 
The papers took the matter up without question or examination of 
the source of the information on which the startling statement was 
based. So much hue and cry was raised about the alleged distressing 
state of affairs that the Salvation Army undertook to remedy it, 
the 


public freely subscribing the necessary funds 
Eating stations were 


provided in the crowded tenement districts where children could be 
supplied \\ith a wholesome breakfast on their way to school. Mark the 
result. For the first few days an average of 50° children came for 
breakfast, but they gave no sign of being famished or any particular 
eagerness to eat the \iands provided 
Apparently they came out of 


curiosity or in the hope of getting something better than they received 
at home. In a few days the attendance at the free breakfast table be- 
gan to fall of? and shortly d\\ indled to practically nothing—a positive 
demonstration that the stor> of 70,000 children going hungry to school 
was a pure fake. 


Still the story is traveling around in the press and has gone 


abroad to startle Europeans. A few dajs ago a paper from Leeds, 
England, appeared at this office containing a marked article expatiat- 
ing on the terrible poverty of the poorer classes in American cities, as 
evidenced by 70,000 children in New York being regularly sent to 
school without breakfast.

It appears from the statement of George Westinghouse that the 


purchase of the Hyde stock in the Equitable Society by Thomas F. 
Ryan was about the best thing that could have happened for the policy 
holders. Mr. R>an is under agreement with the trustees to turn the 
stock over to the policy holders at the price he paid for it whenever it 
is decided to mutualize the society. This provides a way for 
ex- 


tinguishing the stock and placing the society on a strictly mutual basis. 
Mr. Ryan purchased 502 shares of the total issue of 1000 from the Hyde 
heirs, and the control of the society is vested absolutely therefore in the 
three voting trustees, ex-President Cleveland, Justice Morgan J. 
O'Brien and George Westinghouse. According to Mr. Westinghouse 
the trustees have it in their power to acquire this controlling interest 
for the policy holders whenever they see fit to do so. It would perhaps 
be wise ,if such a course be legal, to use a portion of the surplus to buy 
this stock and the other shares at the same price, which would permit 
the society to be mutualized without friction or litigation. Apparently 
some such move is in contemplation.

Fresno is indignant because the State Board of Trade in its an- 


nual report credited the bulk of the fruit shipments from Fresno to 
Stockton. 
All overland shipments from Fresno over the Southern 


Pacific are credited to Stockton. Only the shipments via the Santa 
Fe were credited by the Board of Trade to Fresno. The complain 
of the Fresno people is a just one, but it only excites the derision of the 
Stockton newspapers, which seem to think it ridiculous that Fresno 
should find fault with statistical information that is false and mislead 
ing so far as the purpose it is used for is concerned. 
The Southern 


Pacific is not a party to the injustice, for Stockton is only treated as 
a terminal point in routing fruit to Eastern points. The situation i 
altogether different with such- organizations as the State Board o 
Trade and the California Promotion Committee. Those organiza- 
tions supply information showing where the products of California 
come from. Crediting the raisins and wines of Fresno to Stockton 
is, therefore, misleading to people abroad and an injustice to the sec- 
tion in which the raisins and wines are actually produced. It is no 
excuse to say the figures were obtained from the Southern Pacific. 
That company compiled them for no such purpose as the California 
Promotion Committee put them to. They are correct in the sense 
they are used by the railroad company, but grossly incorrect in the 
sense in which they are employed by the Promotion Committee. If 
he committee is not a\\are of the fact it is sadly deficient in practical 
.nowledge about California and the seat of its various industries. The 


^position of the Stockton papers is equally indefensible. They appar- 


ently desire to benefit by a palpable misrepresentation to the detri- 
ment of Fresno.

His 
education is o£ a character that pre- 
cludes the probability of his being lefl 
astray by freak theories, while his 
mind is that of an evenly balanced 
man. 


The minister, 
who 
is 
thirty-five 


years old, told his strange story last 
night. 


"In June. 1S98," he said, "I was in 


Philadelphia on clerical business, 
finished it and started to leave the 
city. "While standing on a street cor- 
ner waiting for a car I experienced a 
strange sensation and when I turned, 
involuntarily, realized in a flash its 
cause. A young woman, about eigh- 
teen years old, was standing near me.

NEW TORK, July 19.—Because she was not pretty and graceful like other girls, Miss Mathilda King, 


daughter of the late Colonel'Rufus King, of Elizabeth, N. J., and a niece of former Chancellor 
Benjamin 
Wil- 


liamson, of that State, took her own life in the home of her aunt, Mrs. D. P. Thomas, at West Jersey and Clinton 
streets, Elizabeth, last Monday night. 


Every effort has been made by the family to suppress the fact that it was a suicide, and until today it was 


supposed that the young woman died suddenly from natural causes. 


For years Miss King had brooded over her lack of physical beauty, and though the members of her family 


and her intimate friends constantly sought to reconcile her to her misfortune, she would not be comforted. 


She has been known frequently to -stand before a mirror, when she thought she was unobserved, and, gazing 


at her reflection there, wring her hands in anguish and cry, "Oh, God, why did You not make me beautiful like 
other girls?" 


The mournful tones of her voice, and her gesture of despair brought tears to the eyes of those who saw 


her evident grief. Miss King's mother is blind, and it is said that she, in the 
cheerful way characteristic of 


those who, dwell in perpetual darkness, would try to lighten her daughter's burden of sorrow, but always the 
girl would put away the comfort with the reply, "Mother, you cannot see how ugly I am." 


The trouble preyed upon her mind until she became a monomaniac on the subject 
It is the firm belief of 


her friends that she was deranged when she slew, .herself. Her body was found in the bathroom, whither she had 
gone some time during the night. She had turned on the gas, stretched herself out in the bath tub, and severed 
the artery in her left wrist. 


The discovery was made by her blind mother, who awoke in the night and, missing her daughter, had gone 


in search of her, feeling her way along the hall. 


The sudden death of Miss King was a shock to the exclusive social circle of Elizabeth, where the family Is 


held in the highest esteem. The King family is highly connected with the best people of New Jersey, and moves

•Welch visited Sullivan at San Kafael and went over the same lines with 
him.The club has matched Frank George and Jack Gordon to meet in a ten 
round preliminary at 135 pounds. 


Wouldn't it be a big surprise if Kid Sullivan was to whip Jimmy Britt? 


There have been so many upsets in pugilism of recent years that to conser- 
vative judges nothing is surprising, but to the ordinary "wise guy," who 
thinks he's "in" on everything that comes off, it is simply a case of "nothin1 


to It." 


It is true that Jimmy Britt will be a warm favorite over Sullivan In the 


betting, that he has two admirers or supporters to every one that Sullivan 
can boast of, but this does not make him the better man. It is only nat- 
ural that a stranger, who, until a few months back, was practically an un- 
known, to meet Jimmy Britt in his own town would sell on the short end in 
the betting. 
This Is only reasonable, but, at that, the price is false, that 


Is, it will be, if It ever goes to two to one. 


The contests In which both Sullivan and Britt figured against Young 


Corbett and Battling Nelson show Sullivan to be the better man. Of course, 
it is hard to figure dope in the fighting game, but it is the only way to 
size up boxers we have never seen in the ring. Sullivan in his contest with 
Young Corbett put it all over the Denver boxer, and was better at the end 
of the fight than when he started, which shows he likes a distance. In the 
contest with Battling Xelson, Sullivan won in every round. He commenced 
to fight hard in the third and in the fourth round he put Nelson through 
the ropes into the audience, and in the fifth and sixth rounds Nelson was 
satisfied to hold and stay the limit. Those who sat at the ringside say 
Sullivan would have put Nelson out If he had been, fighting a ten-round 
battle. Of course, that is a point Californians are not in a 
position to 


judge upon, as,the battle was fought in Baltimore, but the fact remains 
that Sullivan gave Nelson a terrific beating. 


Did Jimmy Britt give Nelson such a beating as the one administered 


by Sullivan? 
Considering these little things it is only reasonable to think 


Sullivan is far from being a long shot in the betting, providing, of course, 
the .price is right. Good judges are of the opinion that aggressive fighters 
always give Britt the most trouble, and Sullivan being an aggressive fellow, 
it is very likely that James Edward will be in for a good time when he 
mixes it with the Washington kid at Woodward's Friday night.

a game of basball out in the park. The champion never looked better, and 
admitted that he had trained faithfully, and that

Sullivan 


would give him a great deal of trouble. Britt was confident that he would 
win.

IS NOT BELIEVED 


GUILTY OF THEFT 


Eugene F. Bert, the lawyer ana baseball magnate 
who 
shot 
himself 


through the lung last Saturday, Is resting much more easily and hopes of. 
his recovery are now seriously entertained. 
The physicians in attendance 


agree that, outside of the chance of on unexpected hemorrhage, conditions 
are favorable for a complete recovery. 


Advices from the northern cities interested in the Pacific Coast League 


state that the rumor is current there that President Bert attempted sui- 
cide on account of an alleged shortage in his accounts. Begarding this ru- 
mor, Theodore Goodman, treasurer of the '.eague, said last night: 


"When a man shoots himself it is quite natural for his friends, ana for 


those who are not his friends, to inquire into the cause of his act. 
This 


rumor that Mr. Bert is short in his accounts with the league arises from 
nothing more than suspicion. 
In view of the rumor, we will call upon Mr. 


Bert as soon as he is well enough to attend to his business to state to the 
league the condition of that portion of its finances over which he exercises 
•control. We will ask him to do this not because we take any stock in th« 
rumor, but because he owes it to the league and to himself to make an ef- 
fective and emphatic denial. . Until he is well, however, we will certainly 
make no attempt to investigate his affairs. 


"President Bert had charge of $9,000 in forfeit, money from the six clubs 


in the league—$1,500 from each club. This money he has held for the two 
years and a half that the league has been in existence. At the annual meet-, 
ing of the league directors in December of each year, it is his duty to 
make an accounting. 
Outside of that money, the only funds of the league 


which come into his possession are the receipts from holiday games. It is 
the custom to forward to the president of the league a check for the re- 
.ceipts of all holiday games, this mpney being divided equally among the six 
teams, thus preventing any scramble for choice holiday dates. 
The money 


taken in upon the Fourth of July in the three cities where games were play- 
ed, which would be the only money in Mr. Bert's possession, was approxi- 
mately $3,500. I have checks from two of the1 cities, aggregating $2,000, so, 
if it was on account of any immediate shortage that he shot himself, 
the 


shortage could not have been for more than $1,500 at the outside. He was 
a man with Influential friends and he could have raised that amount in ten 
minutes. 
If the shortage was in that $9,000 of forfeit money, he would 


not need to make an accounting until December, so it is very unlikely that 
he would have attempted to kill himself on that account. 
It looks like an 


idle rumor to me, born of suspicion and not worth crediting."

he referred as a fake for he said "The

course in three minutes less time than 
he did it in and he was coaching his 
opponent all along the course." 


IN THE SPORT. 


In explaining his position further." 
Pembroke said: "I go in for this sport 
because I like it, and have spent con- 
siderable money on it. Although past 
the age for trying in snch events I 
made up my mind I would rovr on the 
Fourth Just to show that a resident 
of Oakland could take part 
in the 
event I wrote to the committee hav- 
in charge of the matter and gave them 
my entry but when I attempted to row 
out on the coarse a barge was rowed 
in front of me and I was not allowed 
to start. I protest that the race was 
not fair and that this prize should not 
be paid. 


THE EXPLANATION.

LIBRARY 
TRUSTEES 


WANT MORE MONEY 


Will Ask for Increased Amount With 


Which to Pay Expenses and 


Buy New Books. 


BERKELEY, July 19.—More money 


fs desired by the library trustees, for 
the expenses of the library. At the 
meeting of the trustees last night S. 
D. "Waterman brought up the question 
of what per cent of th^ town money 
should be requested from the ToTvn 
Trustees for the maintenance of tie 
public library. He stated the amount 
on the tax rolls of Berkeley this year 
was about $15,500,000, while last year 
the amount was $14,011,000. To meet 
the expenses in connection with the 
Carnegie library building, the Town 
Trustees granted the library board ten 
cents last year, but it was the opinion 
of the hoard that this would be too 
large a sum to ask for this year.

Varied and picturesque has been the career, of Alonzo Moore and hU 


Spanish bride. They have seen Berkeley, and all the region about the bay, 
develop from a sparsely inhabited section - into a rich, prosperous and pop- 
ulous region.

When Alonzo Moore came to Berkeley, In 1856, there was not a sign 


that ever would a community of wealth and culture be founded and develop 
.on the site of the present University town. Mr. Moore, with his wife and

For Belgium to Attend Inter- 


national Congress.

BERKELEY, July 19.—Prof. Charles 


Mills Gayley, head of the department of j 
English tn the University o( California, j 
left last night for Belgium. He has been 
delegated by the United States, together 
with, two other American scholars, to 
represent this country at an international 
congress for the reproduction of-manu- 
scripts, coins and seals to be held at 
Liege during August at the invitation of 
the Belgian Government. 
The holding 


•of this congress marks the consummation 
of a plan which Professor Gayley has 
meditated for a number of years. It is 
In considerable part due to an agitation 
of the matter which he started some 
months ago in this 
country that the 


movement has thus crystalized. 


The object in future is to make ac- 


cessible to scholars in all parts of the 
•world the historical and literary treas- 
ures to examine which at present in- 
volves a 
great 
expense in time and 


money of a journey to the library of 
museum where the particular treasure 
Is housed. What is proposed is to found 
an Institution through the endeavors of 
which fac-slmiles of manuscripts, rare 


•\ 
hoots, public records and texts may be 
\ 
made and 
distributed 
to libraries 


throughout the world. 


., The Belgian Government, through the 
Department 
of State 
of the 
United 


States, extended Invitations to be present 
at this congress 
to Professor Charles 


Mills .Gayley of the University of Cali- 
fornia. President Angell of the UnK-er-

"The 
calling of this international con- 


gress of scholars by the Belsioji Govern- 
ment in connection with the universal 
and international exposition to be held 
at Liege this summer, has been preceded 
by a world-wide agitation. 
Within the 


last year there have been published in 
the New York Evening Post dozens of 
letters from librarians and scholars in 
all parts of this country, and indeed in 
Europe, discussing the advisability of an 
international movement for the preserva- 
tion of bibliographical treasures. These 
letters were all written by way of com- 
ment upon a plan proposed by Professor 
Gayley in the issue of the New York 
Evening Post 
for 
November 19, 1904. 


The Belgian Government has taken the 
initiative in this -most important mat- 
.ter in calling the present'congress, which 
will, be attended by scholars of high 


repute from all over the world. 
J. <Je 


Trooze. Minister of the Interior and of 
Public Instruction in Belgium, has ex- 
pressed in a letter to the members of 
the Belgian commission of organization 
the purposes of the movement: 


"For 
propagation 
of historic study. 


paleographic, archaeologic and artistic, 
by the handling of coins, medals and 
seals, as well as additional and indis- 
pensible study of books and treatises of 
professors. 


"Not ever}' one can have access to col- 


lections of these documents, and though 
the loan of them Is today more easily 
gained than formerly from libraries and 
often from private sources, these'' means, 
liberal as they may be, must from neces- 
sity be restricted. 
There always will 


be a large number of precious documents 
which cannot under any pretext leave 
the depositories where 
they are kept 


with zealous care. 


"Happily the 
ceaseless 
progress of 


modem enterprise will admit supplying 
the originals up to a .certain point. 


"The 
recent accident to the National 


Library of Turin calls the attention of 
the scholarly world to the urgent neces- 
sity imposed' upon all governments- of 
talcing prompt measures for the preserva- 
tion of their collections from so dire a 
misfortune. 
On all sides they are con- 


sidering the 
reproducing 
of 
valuable 


documents, so that in case of accident alj 
should not be lost. 


"To this end it would be desirable to 


bring" about an international agreement, 
or at least to take the advice of com- 
petent men and of all interested in the 
preservation of literary and artistic doc- 
uments of the "past." 


The congress, which .will be held on 


August 21 to 
23, is to be under the 


patronage of Messrs. Jules de Trpoze, 
Minister of the Interior and of Public 
Instruction, and Gustave Francotte, Min- 
ister of Commerce and Labor of Bel- 
gium. 
The Belgian Commission of Or- 


ganization is under the ho'norary presi- 
dency of Messrs. B. Fetis, custodian and 
chief of the Royal Library of Belgium;

MADE AT SANTA CLARA 


John H. Pierce Gives His Views on 


the Accident to Montgomery's 


Aeroplane. 


BY JOHN H. PIERCE. 


Death from falling through space to 


the unyielding earth.is without ques- 
tion a horror beyond description, and 
this awful end of life, coming to Pro- 
fessor Montgomery's aeronaut, brave 
young John Maloney, arouses our sym- 
pathies. and creates a desire to know 
its cause, afad a severe inquiry will oe 
made with careful scrutiny of every- 
thing connected -with the accident and 
as usual there will; be a demand for 
some one to be found on whom the 
blame can he laid. 


It was with no ordinary degree ', of 


interest that I examined every bolt, 
Jiinge, wire, rod cord, rope, frame and 
expanse of cloth in the fatal aeroplane 
for, strange to say the chief feature. 
of the invention, viz., 
the 
combina- 


tion of a balloon and aeroplane was 
one that had occurred 
to me some 


years ago and at the time I made a se- 
ries of drawings to illustrate my plans 
and I inscribed the date upon them and 
had -witnesses sign the sheets. 


In a secret drawer they have laid 


•until this day, unknown to anyone be- 
yond the parties mentioned. 


. Professor Montgomery's work 
re- 


ceived no aid from me, for he knew 
nothing of my designs nor I of him or 
his until the day I saw his aeroplanes 
at the race track at Emeryville. 


Having followed the business oC an 


aeronaut with hydroge-'i balloons I 
thought I knew as 
much, 
possibly 


more about the practical difficulties to 
T>e encountered in conquering the air 
as did the 
learned 
gentlemen who 


originated this aeroplane, and before I 
saw the machine, I was prejudiced 
against it. 


However, I searched in vain for the 


faults I expected to find. 


Amateurs bungle their work, and yet, 


although the aeroplane was quite crufls 


. In finish, as first attempts always are, 
there -was, nevertheless, undoubted ge- 
nius and a full knowledge of the ele.- 
ments to be overcome, displayed in its 
construction. 


There was no trail rope indicated 


either on the machine or in the illus- 
trations. 


The dispatches seem to show that 


something of this sort caused the ac- 
cident. If so, a terrible mistake was 
made, and it is possible that tb!s cus- 
tomary attachment of balloon's was 
carried through habit rather than de- 
sign. 


"An aeroplane is hard to master," 


said Lillienthal, and he was the only 
man who successfully used One, unless 
we make ah exception of Mr. Ma- 
loney. 


That Montgomery's aeroplane is an 


improvement on the Lillienthal device 
Is probable, because four wings should 
be better than two and a double tail 
than a single one. 
-^ 


Lillienthal by soaring flight is said 


to have ascended 1000 feet 
and 
at 


times 
Montgomery's 
machine 
has 


been reported to obey the will of its 
operator promptly and efficiently. 


That 
Professor 
Montgomery or 


some other inventor will go on to ulti- 
mate success, is more than probable. 


Baldwin's prophecy of death for the 


man who flew with the Santa Clara 
"infernal machine" was a sure thing, 
and any one could say the same and be 
certain to prove his prophecy in re- 
gard to any successful device for rap- 
id passage ,over land or water. 


A cowardly heed to the pessimistic 


ravens would chain every wheel in the 
world. 


'When Professor Andree, outfitted by 


King Oscar of Sweden, was ready for 
volunteers1 to accompany him; hund- 
reds of aerial sailors responded. I was 


one, 
although I -wrote, before .the icy 


tomb of the-north, had enclosed him 
and his brave crew. 
"The aeronautic 


expedition to the pole has about one 
chance in a thousand of reaching its 
destination and returning." 


••, For great things '—we 
take 
great 


chances. 


The ordinary observers saw nothing 


Jin this aeroplane of Montgomery's but 
a slight improvement on parachutes, 
.and some were emphatic in asserting 
that it was not in any material feat- 
ure 'an advance on that horrible man- 
killing device; while the pessimistic 
asserted that it would be upset if one 
wing came in descending contact with 
an obstruction. 
That it lacked th^e 


strength of the parachute and would 
collapse or be shattered by any se- 
vere unfavorable strain. 


None of these statements could be 


denied. 


That the invention was however ca- 


pable of .maintaining itself in soaring 
flight the inventor believed, and evi- 
dently he had staked a good deal on 
that faith. 


And if birds of large size needed no 


motive power was it not logical fot- a 
man of science to say tiat all a dumb 
creature might do in the air he could 
accomplish. 


The builder of this aeroplane evi- 


dently intended something far differ- 
ent from a parachute, and despite the 
fact that it has no power that is appar- 
ent, I am not ready to say, even now, 
with its seven accidents and its final 
fatality blackening its record, that It 
is merely a fantastic parachute to 
exhibit the tricks of showmen. 


That it is a dangerous device cannot 


be denied, but are its possibilities for 
usefulness siifncient to counterbalance 
this fact? 


The automobile has probably killed 


as many people in a short space of 
time as balloons with parachute at- 
tachments, which Is 
saying 
a great 


deal. '. The parachutes have no prac- 
tical value and should be forbidden by 
law, but it would be folly to prohibit 
the reasonable use of automobiles. 


Otto Lillienthal was killed 
by his 


aeroplane although he had repeatedly 
flown like a bird, rising, descending, 
whirling and safely alighting. 


He used no balloon. Dependence on 


a bursting bubble suspended in the 
air or upon a descending umbrella of 
gigantic size is an invitation to death. 


The conquest of the air is coming, 


nevertheless, and in the battles of the 
past and the future one life or a 
hundred counts for little. 


We must sail the greatest ocean, and 


we will yet find it to be safer than the 
sea. 


M. de Robert, Cocking, Thurston, 


Lamontaine, Wise, Donaldson, Hogan, 
and the long list ot notable men who 
found death through voyaging the up- 
per air have been followed by a host 
of minor characters, reckless show- 


men, 
known as 
parachute 
jumpers, 


who have killed themselves merely to 
make a holiday. 


I have but little sympathy for a 


man who dies this death; but for John 
Maloney, and those who strive to find a 
safe and practical path through the 
air, the world has the laurel wreath 
and heaven a home.

Detective Gibson Fears 


That Prisoner May 


Go Free, 


SANT FRANCISCO, July. 19.—Word 


was received by District Attorney By- 
ington last night that the actual wit- 
nesses of the alleged perjury of George 
D. Collins must be starred north on 
the first train, if the State of Califor-' 
nia hoped to bring back the accused 
bigamist into its jurisdiction. A con- 
tinuance o£ the long delay in sending 
them would probably result in a vie-' 
tory for Collins, if was made evident 
by the dispatch. 
' \ 


T,he telegram was signed by Detec- 


tive Thomas Gibson,"-who-is on <'the; 
soil of British Columbia with the ex- 
tradition papers requesting the deliv- 
ery of the person • of the fugitive to 


him, 
and he stated in his message 


that the witnesses must be sent at 
once and with them the original copy 
of the answer filed by Collins, the doc- 
ument on which the charge of per- 
jury is based. The telegram is as fol- 
lows: 


"Victoria, B. C., July, IS, 1905. 


"J. F. Dinan, Chief of Police, San 


Francisco: Notify Byington and Law- 
lor that they will have to send the 
notary, A. J. Henry, and Thomas B. 
Curran; also originals of complaint, 
answer and Collins' affidavit. 
They 


should leave immediately, 
and 
you 


should wire me immediately that they 
have left, so we can get an adjourn- 
ment pending their arrival." 


GIBSON FEARS DEFEAT. 


From this message it seems 
that 


Gibson fears that unless he receives 
word that the witnesses are actually 
on the road to Canada, the COUP': there 
will not grant the continuance 
and 


Collins will be set free. 
The prelim- 


inary hearing is set for today and the 
detective 
wants to ask for an ad- 


journment until next Monday, when 
all the witnesses can be present. 


It is unlikely, however that they will 


be able to tell the Northern Judge that 
these witnesses have started, for they 
will not leave San Francisco until to- 
night, at the earliest. District Attor- 
ney Byington feels confident that with 
the proofs that Gibson has at his 
command the 
Canadian 
court 
will 


grant the request for the delay. It is 
an odd change of circumstances that 
now presents itself. In San Francisco 
it was Collins who was all the time 
asking for a continuance and who de- 
layed the trial, but in Canada 
the 


State is the procrastinator. 


NEWMAN READY TO GO. 


Mr. Byington will send R. V. Whit- 


ing, 
an assistant in the District At- 


torney's office and an expert on the 
law of perjury, to represent California 
in the preliminary hearing in Victoria. 
Two witnesses who will make the trip 
are Justice of the Peace A. J. Henry 
and Attorney Thomas E. Curran, the 
former to swear to the answer of Col- 
lins and the latter an actual witness 
of the marriage with Charlotta Eu- 
genia Newman Collins. 
It is likely 


that William E. Newman, brother of 
this first wife, will go along to testify 
to the marriage of Collins and his sis- 
ter. Mr. Byington told the fireman to 
hold himself in readiness to depart at 
a moment's notice, and yesterday af- 
ternoon he was closeted with him for 
fifteen minutes. 


No charge of embezzlement has been' 


made against 
Collins by the Grand 


Jury for the alleged taking of money 
from one of his clients, Mrs. Anna J. 
Ward of Alameda. Collins undoubted- 
ly took the money, but no demand has 
ever been made upon hrtn for it, and 


even Mrs. Ward herself Is not certain 
that he :will ;not .send -her. the rest of 
the cash as soon as he Is through with' 
his own trouble. It Is unlikely that 
she will press the charge, although she 
will talk the matter over, with Bying- 
ton today at the latter's request.

Frank Thomas in the Supreme Court 
building, where the story of her shame 
became known. 


He hurried, to the Coroner's ofllce and 


gave what information be had to I)e- 
tective Sergeant Cody, who is detailed 
to the task of bringing those responsible 
for the death to justice. 


LEARNS OF DISGRACE. 


Cunningham is in business in San Jose, 


and says the first intimation he had of 
his daughter's disgrace was when, about 
a month ago, a wealthy merchant "named 
Wolf came into his. store and said there 
was trouble between their families. Cun- 
ningham begged 
him 
to explain, and 


then Wolf, in faltering tones, told him 
his son,..Carl Wo!f, 23 years old, had 
betrayed 'Gladys Cunningham. 


At first the father refused to believe 


his 19-year-old daughter could be in such 
a plight, but when he went to his wife 
he found Gladys had. already confessed 
to her and that the mother had vainly 
attempted to set matters right. The ac- 
quaintance of the young people had been 
unknown to the parents, and when the 
daughter told her mother, Mrs. Cunning- 
ham went to the Wolf family and de- 
manded that there should be a marriage. 
This was at first agreed, to, but after- 
ward the "Wolfs changed their tone and 
the son left San Jose. His present where- 
abouts is unknown. 


It is stated that Mrs. Cunningham then
